Speaker Carlisle's Cenditlon—The Pro- 
ceedings of the House and 
Senate To-day. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Dr. Sowers 
stated that Speaker Carlisle rested very 
well during the night and awoke this 
morning considerably refreshed. 
The 
doctor advised that he cancel his Atlanta 
and Macon engagements on the 23rd eaid 
24th, as he could not think of permitting 
a fatiguing journey in his condition. He 
said it would be some considerable time 
before the speaker could resume his du- 
ties in congress. 


The supreme court of the United 
States sits with a full bench to-day for 
the first time since the fourth of May, 
1885. Mr. Lamar went to the justices, 
room of the supreme court, where the 
oath of office was administered to him 
in private. The judicial oath was ad- 
ministered in public and immediately 
after the days session was opened. 


The house has passed a bill making 
an appropriation to carry into effect the 
provisions of the agricultural experi- 
ment stations act. 


Dan McDonald, of Plymouth, Ind., 
has been appointed one of the assistant 
clerks of the committee on invalid pen- 
sions by Congressman Matson. 
Samuel 
Guthridge, of Martinsville, Ind has been 
similarly provided for on the same com- 
mittee. *The compensation attached to 
these positions is S6 per day each during 
the session. 
McDonald was a candidate 
for congress against Mr. Calkins in the 
campaign of 1880, and is no 
editor and 
proprietor of the Plymouth 
Democrat. 


HOUSE. 


Mr. Ston, from the committee on 
public lands, reported a resolution call- 
ing on the secretary of interior for in- 
formation as to what 
legislation 
is 
necessary for the disposal of the public 
timber lands so as to secure at the same 
time the preservation of the [natural 
foraat lands at the head waters of the 
navigable rivers and put with reach of 
settlers a legal means of providing them- 
selves with timber for building and do- 
mestic purposes, adopted. 


SBNATB. 


A bill was passed reducing the charge 
for passports from five dollars to cue 
dollar. A bill for refunding: the direct 
tax of 1861 was taken up, the qaeutioa 
being on Chandler's motion to recom- 
mit the bill. The motion rejected. The 
question was then taken on the amend- 
ment ofiered by Edmunds, requiring all 
claims to be filed within six years. 
Agreed to. 


A BBATE GIBL. 


She Sayes Her Little Brother from the 
Storm's Fury, 


D T B U Q U K , la., Jan. 18.—Fatalities of 
the late blizzard on the praries of the 
districts of Iowa are being gradually 
made public, Byron Cleveland, of Man- 
chester, Delaware county, has received 
information that his two sons, fifteen 
and seventeen years of age, were frozen 
to death, together with ninety head of 
cattle. The boys were driving the cattle 
to water about a mile from the house 
when the blizzard struck them. 
Their 
dead bodies have just been found. 


John Olney was found in the snow 
drift near Marathon frozen dead. 
Miss 
May Henning and a boy named Jalius, 
twelve years of age, started in a sleigh 
to attend a party in the country, with 
two young men. 
When the storm 
struck them they lost their way and 
the young men deserted the lady and 
boy and reached a farm house in safety. 
The deserted pair remained out in the 
storm all night and in the morning were 
found partially covered with snow. The 
young lady will lose both legs and the 
boy's hands and feet are badly frozen. 
He was saved from death by the brave 
girl, who wrapped him in the only blan- 
ket left them. 


WARSAW GAMBLERS 


Are Raided and Some Prominent Hen 
Touched With Fines. 


W A R S A W , Jan, 18.—A raid on the 
gamblers has been in progress in this 
city for a number of dajs. The total 
number arrested and fined in the last 
five days is forty-two, and it is reported 
on good authority that there are at least 
as many more to follow. The fines 
have been invariably $25 and $9.40 costs, 
making a total in each case of $34.40. 
The parties arrested include all classes 
of society, from the regular "tough" up 
to the retired capitalists, including busi- 
ness men, pillars of the churches and, in 
fact, all classes of society except the 
clergy. 


LOWRMHITE. 


The Twelfth District Contest Case Ar< 
gned Before the Committee on 
Election». 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 18.—At half past 
10 o'clock yesterday morning the house 
committee on elections began consider- 
ation of the Lowry-White contested 
election from the Fort Wayne district. 
Ex-Bepresentative Wm. H, Calkins, of 
Indianapolis, and Mr. Van Manning, of 
this city appeared for Captain White, 
while Messrs. Hunter and Chandler, of 
this city, and ex-Senator Joseph E. Mc- 
Donald, cf Indianapolis, appeared as 
counsel for Mr. Lowry, 
The counsel 
for Lowry asked the committee to ex- 
tend the time for each side in arguments 
to three hours from one and one-half 
hours, which was granted. 
General 
Hunter spoke first. 


Nearly all the argument of General 
Hunter consisted in elaboration upon 
extraneous matters. He entered into 
great details as to the discharge of Cap- 
tain White from the army. He talked at 
length about Captain White not speak- 
ing of taking out his naturalization 
papers till the verge of election, and 
seemed to think some of the utterances 
of White in a speech on the Saturday 
night previous to the election were quite 
important. 


General Hunter insisted and demon- 
strated by the evidence that Capt. White 
was not legally and regularly naturaliz- 
ed. He hurled bitter criticisms at Cap- 
tain White's military service quoting the 
war department records to prove his dis- 
charge from the army "for the good of 
the service," to use the exact expression 
of the documents. 


At the end of two hours General Hun- 
ter closed his argument and the commit- 
tee adjourned till half-past 2 o'clock 
when Major Calkins opened for Captain 
White. Before he began his argument 
Major Calkins filed in writing two mo- 
tions, asking the committee to dismiss 
the contest for the reason that the con- 
testant himself had admitted that the 
only ground upon which he had a foot- 
ing—title to the office—had been aban- 
doned; that, therefore, notice of contest 
was futile, and could not be treated as a 
memorial, since a memorial must be ad- 
dressed to the sound discretion of the 
house, and the house may or may not, 
by proper resolution, refer a memorial 
to a committee or take testimony, the 
practice in the two cases being entirely 
dissimilar. Major Calkins then continued 
bis remarks in complete defense of Capt. 
White's war record and stopped to 
prove that records of naturalization in 
Allen county were very imperfect. 


Incidentally, Major Calkins referred 
to an opinion recently expressed by 
Eepresentative Holman, to the effect 
that it was not necessary, after such 
long residence in the United Slates as 
was shown by Captain White, to produce 
naturalization papers in order to prove 
that he is a citizen of the United States; 
that it was very seldom that records were 
made in naturalization cases in cour^ of 
Indiana, and that no one asked to see 
naturalization proof in that state. 


To-day the committee continued the 
hearing, there being one hour for each 
side in argument. 
Ex-Senator McDon- 
ald spoke for Mr. Lowry, and General 
Van Manning closed for Captam White. 
It is not likely that the committee will 
arrive at a decision before the end of 
the week. 


Later.—The arguments in the Lowry- 
White contested election case, from the 
Twelfth Indiana district, 
before the 
house committee on elections, was com- 
pleted to-day. 
The case is under ad- 
visement, 


SAM J. NIRDLINGEB. 


Suicide of a Toung Man 
Known In Fort 
Wayne. 


JAOKSONVIIILE, Fla., Jan. 18.—Sam J. 
Nii^dlinger, of Toledo, Ohio, committed 
suicide at Sanford, Fla., yesterday, by 
jumping off the railroad dock into Lake 
Monroe, 
The body was found this 
morning and embalmed, 
to be sent 
home. 


He was very much in need of funds 
and had written home for money, but 
nothing came. Being of a melancholy 
disposition, it preyed upon his spirits 
and caused hici to commit the rash act. 
It now appears that $75 was sent him 
from home, but it never reached him. 


Coal Production. 


N B W YOBK, Jan. 18.—Notwithstand- 
strikes in Schuylkill and the Lehigh 
regions, last week was the largest on 
record for that period, the out put being 
655,358 tons, against 551,076 for the cor- 
responding week last year. The in- 
creas is 104,282 tons.

ing and he committed the deed shortly 
ofVcr being 
informed of the board's 
action.

BOONB, Iowa, Jan. 18.—The worst 
blocaded road in Iowa is the St. Louis 
Des Moines & Northern, which has not 
had a train over its lines since last 
Wednesday. There is little prospect of 
having one for several days yet. 


Given Three Days. 


AIIBANY, N. Y., Jan. 18.—The court 
appeals has refused a stay in the case of 
Daniel Driscoll, sentenced to be hanged 
Friday, but the governor has granted a 
respite of three days.

Adam Freckel, who works in the 
moulding rooms at the Bass works, had 
his head severely burned yesterday by 
sparks which flew up into his hair and 
ignited it. His injuries will keep him 
from work for several days. 


Fred Deppen, an employe of the Bass 
works while emptying coke into a stove 
in the moulding rooms yesterday had 
his thumb nearly severed from his hand. 
The injury was a very painful one and 
he will be kept from work for a week or 
so. 


William Dammeyer, a boy about six- 
teen years old, who works in the Olds 
wheel works, had two of his fingers cut 
off yesterday afternoon while working 
around a machine in Forenxan Robert 
Renfrew's «department. He lives on Pon- 
tiac street. 


Mr. Tom Duncan, a foreman at the 
Jenney electric light works, cut his right 
arm severely while at work in the glass 
department this afternoon and was taken 
to his home in a carriage. The gentle- 
man was married to Miss Nora D^ton a 
week ago. 


Last night, about 11 o'clock, O. Mul- 
cahy, a switchman in the east yard, was 
thrown between two cars and had one 
of his legs badly bruised, although no 
bones were broken. Dr. C. B. Stemen, 
the companT's surgeon, was called and 
he had the man removed to the St. Jo- 
seph hospital for treatment. 
Mulcahy's 
home is at Canton, Ohio. 


Lewis Miller, a brakeman on the Pitts- 
burg road, had his leg broken several 
weeks ago, and he had so far recoyered 
from it tnat he was able to be around 
again. Yesterday he was out on the 
street, and while, "^^king along the pave- 
ment in front of marrays foundry, he 
slipped and fell, breaking his leg again 
at the same place of his former injury.

one-third of a gram, is suspended by a 
two-foot fibre, and is placed in a tube 
three-quarters of an inch internal diam- 
eter. It has a vibrational range of a 
quarter of an inch on each side of mid- 
position, the vacuum being equivalent 
to one-tenth of a millionth of an at- 
mosphere. 


SOME of the animals of Japan are 
quite different from the same species 
which are seen in America.

Japanese dogs are almost 
destitute of noses, having the nostrils 
set directly in the head.

the nose, the more valuable the breed. 


SMUT in oats usually destroys ten 
per cent, of the crop and often more. 
Prof. Arthur came across a field of oats 
that was nearly destroyed by smut. He 
thought to try whether the spores of 
the smut fungus were carried with the 
seed oats. 
Sowing some of these seeds 
next year he found the smut abundant 
on the crop. 
Of the same seed ploti 
were sown in which, before sowing, the 
seeds were soaked in copperas water. 
In four different plots of different soil 
the unsoaked seeds gave about per 500 
Of 17.5, 29,90, 
20.70 and 23.40 of 
smutted panicles. 
The seed soaked in 
copperas water, four-ounces copper 
sulphate to one gallon water, seed 
soaked 17+ hours beforS sowing, gave 
plants of which O'l panicles only had 
smut, the same soaked forty hours, no 
smut. In a solution of caustic potash, 
l i of caustic potash to 14 pints of water, 
soaked 17| hours, no smut. 


IT has been shown that the odorifer- 
ous molecule of musk is infinitesimally 
small. 
No power has yet been con- 
ceived to enable the human eye to see 
one of the atoms of musk, yet the or- 
gans of smell have the sensitiveness to 
detect them. 
Their smallness cannot 
even be imagined, and the same grain 
of musk undergoes absolutely no dim« 
inution in weight. 
A single drop oi 
the oil of thyme ground down with a 
piece of sugar and a little alcohol will 
communicate its odor to twenty-five 
gallons of water. 
Haller kept for forty 
years papers perfumed with one grain 
of ambergris. 
After this time the odor 
was as strong as ever. Bordenave ha« 
evaluated a molecule of camphor sensi- 
ble to the smell to 2,262,584,000th of a 
grain. 
Boyle has observed that one, 
dram of asafoctida exposed to the open 
air had lost in six days the eighth pari 
of a grain, which Keill concludes that 
in one minute it had lost 1,69220th of a 
grain.

This was re- 
ceived with shouts of enthusiasm by th€ 
assembled friends, and the ceremonj 
was performed by Justice Woolly whc 
happened to be present.

In due time the crew, with the excep- 
tion of four or five men, reached the

I lost no time and 
the first train took me to the county 
seat, where I routed my lawyer out of 
bed and quickly as possible the papers 
were in the hands of the Sheriff, and 
about midnight the Sheriff and I left 
the city for the village, twelve miles 
distant, where dwelt the belligerent 
merchant. 
The Sheriff boasted of 
good team, and under that beautiful 
starlit summer sky we drove merrily 
along and chatted of the affairs of 
and I felt a little elated at the prospect 
of being ahead of one of my most bitter 
competitors, and finally conversation 
flagged and I fell to thinking of the 
poor fellow whose sleep we were soon 
to so unpleasantly disturb, and I was 
exceedingly sorry for him and would 
have given a good deal to be spared the 
disagreeable business. He was a good 
fellow but a bad manager, and was by 
no means a vicious fellow or a dead- 
beat. I thought of his young and de- 
voted wife and the sorrow his failure 
would cause her. Thus ran my thoughts, 
and we drove into the sleeping village, 
no lights anywhere and all as still as 
death, between 1 and 2 o'clock in the 
morning. 
We turned a corner and 
came upon a street into which came 
a winding road from the river side, 
heavily skirted with forest trees, and 
suddenly around the bend of thejroad 
appeared a procession of men, bearing 
torches and moving slowly and ap- 
parently noiselessly, and the horses 
stopped, evidently as astonished as we, 
and breathlessly we awaited the on- 
coming 
procession, failing utterly to 
understand what its ghostly mission 
was at this unseemly hour. 
As they 
drew nearer I scanned their sober, 
earnest faces and saw they were bear- 
ing something covered on the shoulders 
of half a dozen men, an(^ leaving the 
Sheriff, I hastened to the group and 
learned that a man had been drowned. 
A gust of wind blew aside the covering 
of the face and I recognized Mr. 
the man for whom I had the attach- 
ment papers. 
I then for the first time 
recognized the grief-stricken woman 
walking by him as his poor, heart- 
broken wife. Words of sympathy were 
out of place. 
Feeling dazed and queer 
and sort of guilty, I left the crowd and 
returned to the buggy. To the Sheriff's 
inquiry as to the trouble I replied: 
"Stay the proceedings issued from the 
highest court—Mr. 
is drowned." 


In silence we drove back, and I believe 
our mission to that village was never 
known, but the memory of that night's 
business and its unexpected termina- 
tion will never fade from my memory.

DaviB in a hotel at Louisville. 
Gen. 
Nelson was over six feet in height, 
weighed over 250 pounds, and was 
notoriously strong, while Gen. Davis 
was a quiet little gentleman, who never 
troubled any one. 


Senator Morton, with Gens. Nelson 
and Davis, were conversing together, 
when Nelson became excited, and de- 
liberately slapped David in the right 
cheek. 
Davis and Morton 
stepped 
back, and Mortou gave Davis a jiistol. 
Davis advanced toward 
Nelson, who 
was leaning against the bar, leveled 
the pistol, and 11 rod. 
At the pull of 
the revolver Xelfsou put his hand on 
his heart, and when the bystanders ran 
up they heard him say: 
"I'm a dead 
man. 
Send ior an Exiiscopal clergy- 
man. " 


His friends carried him into a little 
room under the stairs. 
They opened 
bis clothes and found near the heart a 
little blue mark, about the size of a 
buckshot, auJ that was all. The wound 
had closed; no blood was running; you 
would hardly 
notice that it was a 
wound. 
By good luck there was an 
Episcopal clorgyman, a man with whom 
Nelson was intimate, in the house. 
He 
was sent for and came immediately, 
and when ho entered 
the room all 
others withdrew. 
In about ten min- 
utes we were told that Nelson was 
dead. 


Quito a number came running up at 
the sound of the 
shot, 
and 
among 
them a policeman, who arrested Davis. 
Davis went with him quietly, but upon 
Gen. Buell Lein^- informed of it, he 
made a demand ujion the Mayor for 
the delivery of Davis to him, which, 
after a momentary iiesitation,was done. 
No notico was taken of the affair. 
Everyl)ody felt sorry that Nelson was 
killed, buL tliey understood that Davis 
could not do anything else than what 
he did do. 
He hud been struck, and if 
he hadn't resented it he would have 
cleen di -graced, and compelled to leave 
the army. 
He could not resent it any 
other way.

A iobhy manager of the 
intere.-^ts of the latter, v/ishing to kill 
oil" the New Jersey road scheme,offered 
to secure enough votes to pass a con- 
btitutionul amendment then pending, 
if the New Jersey road bill could be 
smothered.

was made to Mr. Sumner, who had the 
New Jersey bill in charge, but who 
was very anxious that the 
constitu- 
Vonai amendment should be enacted, 
^stead, however, 
of acquiescing 
in 
^he bargain, the ^Massachusetts Senator 
roso from Jiis seat before his library- 
table, and exclaimed 
in his deepest 
tone: 
"1 iori>id the bans. 
Both meas- 
ures are right, and both shall pass!" 
The bargain was nevertheless made, 
the 
c.onotituiional 
amendment 
was 
passed, and the Camden and Amboy 
mono[-,oly was not troubled by a rivaL 
()ak'j.H Ames died at his homo in 
?North J-^.istDU, >.las.-:., on 
Thursday, 
May N, l s7;'..from the eifects of a stroke 
of paralysis by whicli he was attacked 
on tlie Monday provious. 
The paralysis 
first aflected the 
l ight side of his face 
and right arm and ](»g. 
For a few mo- 
ments he was unconscious, and 
con- 
tinued siieechless uj) to his death. 
His 
death was attributed to over-anxiety 
and ear»;, and the excitement of the 
Credit 
Mobilier business. 
Until this 
last illness ]Mr. Ames had not been con- 
fined to his bt.'d by sickness in forty 
years, 


Mr. Ames was born in Easton, Bris- 
tol County, Mass., January 10, 1804, 
and was conseijuently in his 70th year. 
He was engaged all his life in manu- 
facturing. 
In 1.SG2 he was elected a 
]iel)re.-^entative from Massachusetts to 
the Thirty-eighth Congress, and con-^ 
tinned to hold a seat in the House down 
to the close of tlie Forty-second Con- 
gress, Benjamin W. Harris was elected 
to succeed him in the Forty-third Con- 
gress. 


Mr. Ames was a man of indomitable 
pliysical energy, 
steady 
habits, and 
methodical ways. 
Though much of ill 
was said of him in the last days of his 
busy life, growing out of his connec- 
tion with the building of the Union 
racific llailroad and other railroad en- 
terprises, now that he was gone there 
was found a side to his character that 
was briglit, and around which were 
found to cluster many virtues. 
Beyond 
the exterior of indifference which he 
wore before the Credit Mobilier com- 
mittees, and under the smile that ho 
returned to the poisoned barbs of Con- 
gress hall, press, and pulpit, he con- 
cealed a nature that was wounded to 
the quick and wounded to the death. 
I believe he was followed altogether 


too relentlessly, that he was jtidgad 
with small measure of charity, and, 
above all, that he was cruelly deserted 
by men who were too cowardly to tell 
the truth.
